Dr.  John  Strosnider 


■ounding  Dean  leaves  lasting  impression  on  profession 


Dr.  Strosnider,  59,  the 
founding  dean  of  the 
Pikeville  College  School  of 
Osteopathic  Medicine  and 
president  of  the  American 
Osteopathic  Association, 
passed  away  June  21,  2007, 
at  Cleveland  Clinic  from 
complications  related  to 
pancreatic  cancer.  A 
memorial  service  in  July 
provided  an  opportunity  for 
family,  friends,  colleagues, 
students  and  the  community 
to  share  their  wonderful 
memories  of  Dr.  Strosnider' s 
personal  and  professional 
accomplishments. 

"We  have  lost  a  great 
educator,  physician  and 
friend,"  said  Pikeville 
College  President  Harold  H. 
Smith.  "John's  vision  and 
work  will  continue  to  impact 
the  lives  of  thousands  of 
individuals  he  never  knew." 


Dr.  Strosnider  became  the 
first  employee  of  the  Pikeville 
College  School  of 
Osteopathic  Medicine  in 
1996,  accepting  the  challenge 
of  building  a  first-class 
medical  school  from  the 
ground  up.  He  achieved  that 
lofty  goal  -  and  then  some. 

The  School  of  Osteopathic 
Medicine  opened  in  the  fall  of 
1997  with  60  students,  and 
has  produced  more  than  400 
physicians  in  the  first  seven 
graduating  classes.  More  than 
150  of  the  new  physicians 
have  finished  their  residence 
requirements  and  started 
practicing  medicine.  In 
keeping  with  the  school's 
mission,  many  of  them  have 
located  in  the  Central 
Appalachian  region.  In  fact, 
55  of  the  new  physicians  have 
opened  offices  within  a  two- 
hour  drive  of  Pikeville. 


Pikeville  students  and 
alumni  stand  out  for  their 
commitment  and  care  for 
patients  as  "whole"  persons, 
a  philosophy  embedded  in 
the  school's  psyche  by  Dr. 
Strosnider' s  caring  presence 
and  leadership. 

At  the  time  of  his 
passing.  Dr.  Strosnider  was 


serving  as  president  of  the 
American  Osteopathic 
Association,  the  highest 
honor  in  the  osteopathic 
profession.  It  is  the  first  time 
that  a  physician  from 
Kentucky  has  held  this 
position  of  leadership  in  the 
56,000-member  organization. 
He  will  be  deeply  missed.
